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Pierce returns to clarify 
school layoff policy |

Walter Picrce, a former super- 
intendent in the Wilmington School 
System, will be arriving in Wilm- 
ington this week to try to clarify 
and interpret the Reduction in 
Force (RIF) policy as outlined in 
the teachers’ contract 

Pierce is the originator of that 
policy. 

"He wrote it. He knows exactly 
what it means,” said Supt. William 
Fay. 

According to Fay, Pierce is 
willing to sit with representatives 
of the Wilmington Teachers’ 
Association (WTA) and the School 
Committee to try to resolve 
differences over the policy's inter- 
pretation, Those differences led to 
the layoff of 21 tcachers in the 
system and arbitration. The 
scheduled arbitration sessions 
between the WTA and School 
Department have been postponed. 

Fay told the’ Town Crier the 
school board met in executive 
session after last Wednesday's 


School Committee meeting to 
approve Pierce's offer to help 
resolve differences between both 
sides. The superintendent refused 
to disclose specifics about the 
session except to say members 
Peggy Kane, Dr. Shirley Callan, 
and Andrea Paglia chose not to 
attend 

"Hopefully, we're going to be 
able to resolve the whole 
problem," said an optimistic Fay. 

The teachers’ association decided 
to litigate each of the layoffs made 
by the school board this summer, 
Members took exception to the 
committee's interpretation of the 
RIF policy and claimed many of 
the teachers laid off should have 
been transferred to other positions 
in the system as was done the 
previous ycar. Some committee- 
men felt those transfers would have 
done ‘a disservice to youngsters, 
especially at the clementary level. 

Fay said his bottom line was "to 
see all the teachers (laid off) back 


to work." He reiterated the 
majority of teachers agreed to give 
up their seven percent raise in the 
third year of the present contract in 
the interest of saving jobs. 

"The vast majority of teachers 
are as much concerned about the 
budget situation as are fire and 
public building workers,” Fay said. 

The superintendent feels if the 
RIF language in the contract can be 
straightened out, there's a chance 
other issues can be resolved as well 
and those teachers who haven't 
already found other jobs may 
return to the system. 

In a related issue, the 
superintendent said one of the 
attorneys for the Massachusetts 
Teachers’ Association plans to file 
with the Labor Relations Board to 
order enforcement of the new 
three year successor contract. The 
attorney is reportedly claiming 
there was an unfair labor practice 
since the contract was technically 
agreed to by both sides in separate 
votes but was never put into effect 


Sewer controversy continues

Wilmington officials tried for 
almost four hours last Thursday to 
address concerns raised by 
approximately 50 residents, many 
of whom will be affected by the 
proposed 7.5 miles of.sewer line 
in the Northeast Interceptor 
Project. While some of those who 
spoke out said they were upsct by 
the lack of notification from the 
town, the high cost of betterments, 
and the refusal of the Water and 
Sewer Commission to look at 
other routes, several in the 
audience questioned why a similar 
public mecting wasn't held a year 
ago to make residents aware of the 
ramifications of the new trunk 
line and to allow for public input 
during the planning stage. 

Town Manager Michael Caira, 
who acted as moderator at the 
joint meeting sponsored by sclect- 
men and water and sewer comm- 
issioners, agreed a meeting should 
have been held earlier though 
there was no legal requirement to 
do so, He reminded those present 
town mecting voters approved the 
project so it could move forward 
toward the construction stage. 

Town Accountant Michael Mor- 


ris responded to a question about 
the cost to homeowners who 
choose not to hook into the new 
sewer line. He said, over a 20 year 
period, these residents can expect 
to pay up to $8,029 on the $6.5 
million construction project. Caira 
said the cost could be lower if 
Wilmington receives reimburse- 
ments from the federal and state 
governments. In addition, home- 
owners would have the option of 
filing for abatements through the 
Board of Assessors. Those choos- 
ing to tie into the new line can 
expect to pay $700 to $1100 for 
the hookup plus the MWRA sewer 
rate. The current rate is $300 a 
year residents were told. 

One angry resident took the 
town to task over the impact to 
taxpayers. 

"You're burdening people whe- 
ther they want this or not," he 
said, 

Other questions concerned the 
impact on wetlands and Lubbers 
Brook, proximity and possible 
damage to residents’ homes, and 
the decision to build in the 
spring. One resident asked about 
the time frame. He was told, with 
the current recession, the bid 


climate is good and construction 
costs are "significantly less" than 
they would ordinarily be. Smith 
said, though General Electric no 
longer owns the property by the 
Reading wellficld, the company 
was willing to invest one million 
dollars in the sewer project as 
opposed to building an on site 
treatment plant for the new plant 
owner.

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Light rates will increase 


The Reading Municipal Light 
Department (RMLD) will increase 
its rates by 5.5 percent overall 
starting October 1, 1991. The 
increase is based on the findings of 
a Cost of Service Study and Rate 
Analysis recently conducted by the 
RMLD Energy Services Division. 

Residential rates will increase by 
7.25 percent; small commercial 
customers rates will increase by 
4.94 percent; “and large 
Commercial ac¢ounts will 
experience an increase of 1.31 
percent. According to the Energy 
Services Division, a residential 
customer who uses an average of 
656 kilowatt hours of power cach 
month during the summer months 
and 593 kilowatt hours of power 
each month in the winter will pay 
an additional $2.94 per month in 
the summer and $4.40 in the 
winter, 

The rates were filed with the 
Department of Public Utilities on 
September 1, 1991 with an effec- 
tive date of October 1, 1991. 

The Cost of Service Study and 
Rate Analysis indicated that an 


overall intrease of 12 percent 
would be needed by the RMLD. 
The percentage was reduced to 5.5 


percent when it was determined. 
that over $5 million would be takeft 
from the Rate Stabilization Fund. 
Approximately $3 million of this 
amount will come from the Boston 
Edison/Pilgrim Nuclear Power 
Station settlement, while the 
remainder will come from 
replacement power settlements and 
accrued earnings, both of which 
were targeted to abate future rate 
increases or lessen the effect of an 
increase, as is the case in this 
increase, 


“The Reading Municipal Light 
Department has always ranked well 
below other public and private 
utilities in regard to rates," RMLD 
General Manager Len Rucker said. 
“After careful study and analysis, it 
was determined that a rate increase 
was necessary for residential, small 
commercial and large commercial 
customers. Even with this increase, 
our rates will remain fair, 
equitable and nondiscriminatory."

The Wilmington School 
Committee last week took steps to 
make final cuts in their FY 
oe ales i caako it conform 
to the town voted appropriation of 
$12,566,439, ei 

Though committee members had 
already voted the bottom line they 
never ‘actually decided how to 
reduce an ‘additional $105,049 or 
where to make $50,000 worth of 
Cuts-in classification E (covering 
athletics and extracurricular 
activities). The committee voted 
four to three to follow Supt. 
William Fay's recommended 
reductions except for $18,000 
which would have come from 
clubs, newspapers, and yearbooks 
at all three school levels. 

Fay recommended the $105,049 
come from reductions in supplies 
and materials at all schools, science 
and social studies textbooks 
recommended by the newly 


formed curriculum committee, 
contracted athletic services, and 
special education transportation. In 
addition, he suggested the board 
cut $26,657 from the athletic 
coaching staff, $4,561 from special 
education transportation, and 
$18,782 from various clubs to 
meet a total $50,000 reduction in 
classification BE. 

Several committeemen opposed 
the cuts in clubs, especially at the 
middle school level. Most 
outspoken was John DeMarco who 
suggested the money come instead 
from $71,000 excess money in the 
salary account. Business Manager 
Peter DeRoeve explained the 
excess was pared to $10,000 when 
the board rehired two teachers and 
agreed to post a part time secretary 
position for the school commitice 
and office.

Fine set for odor violations 


The Wilmington Board of Health’

a $300 per violation fine against 
Raffi and Swanson, a paint and 
coatings firm on Eames Street. 
Neighbors of the firm have made 
repeated complaints about odors 
from the plant. 

The fines will be ticketed against 
the firm at the $300 level for 
“release of chemicals" instead of 
$20 per incideni as a nuisance.

Bus stop

An alleged discipline problem at 
a bus stop at the corner of Summer

Mary Anne and Jim Babineau 
appeared before the committeemen 
to request they reinstate an 
additional bus stop at the corner of 
McGrane Street and MacDonald 
Road. They said they didn't want to 
expose their three elementary age 
children to ongoing problems with 
one youngster at the present bus 
stop. The child, said the Babineaus, 
has a habit of pushing and shoving 
the 10 children at the stop as well as 
throwing stones and pulling hair. 
The Babineaus explained last year 
the safety committee considered 
their problem and agreed to the 
new stop at McGrane Street. This 
year, however, the stop was 
eliminated. 

Supt. William Fay said, with a 


geson, said he had to be taken out 
by ambulance as a result of the 
fumes. He had been sleeping with 
the windows open, only to awaken 
to smell the all-too-familiar odor. 
The odor is said to be caused by 
ethyl acrylate, an emulsion 
polymer used to make water-based

"If you can smell it, it's there,” 
said Public Health Director Greg 
Erickson, He said that with the 
complaints given, it could be con- 
sidered to be causing a detriment 
to the public health.

Ficociello said in the meeting 
that a yerbal report had reached 
him that someone living near the 
plant was alleging that the Board 
of Health was dragging its heels or 
in some way siding with the firm. 
He said that if anybody had com- 
plaints about the board, they 
should come to the board, but 
should also be ready to back up 
the complaints in court. 

"We get real upset by unfounded 
allegations,” said Ficocicllo. 

Cregan suggested that the chair- 
man turn his anger toward solving 
the problem.

The stop is 
located in front of the boy's 
driveway. The School Committce 
agreed to put off any decision on 
the issue until their next meeting to 
allow all parties to work out a 
solution, The Babineaus said, in the 
meantime, Mary Ann would 
continue to drive her children to 
the bus stop at Oak and Salem 
Streets.

Battle lines are being drawn this week between the 
Wilmington School Committee and the teachers union over 
the sizzling teacher-Iayoffs debate, just as the Town Crier 
has learned that school department officials believe the 
town will lose its court battle over the interpretation of the 
so called RIF policy. 

The RIF policy is the "Bible" for layoff procedures, 
and like the real spiritual document, is open to inter- 
pretation, This year, amid vocal objections from 
Superintendent Bill Fay and veteran board member Phil 
Fenton, Sr., the school committee held that seniority was 
no longer to be considered sacrosanct. In turn, the 21 
layoffs included seasoned professionals whose years of 
service no longer provided any immunity to the sharpened 
budget ax. The female contingent on the board voted in 
unison to scrap seniority, relying heavily on the legal 
opinion of Town Counsel Alan Altman. 

Holding its ground on the principle that seniority still 
tules, the Wilmington Teachers Association (WTA) went 
to the author of the RIF policy, former school 
superintendent Dr. Walter Pierce. An inside source has 
told the Town Crier that Pierce's testimony would "sink" 
the school committee and force the town to rehire at least 
11 teachers. The WTA filed a total of 14 arbitration cases 
based on their interpretation of the teachers contract. 
Further, a highly placed source contends that Pierce has 
privately informed. the town that his intent in drafting the 
RIF policy years ago was to respect and protect seniority. 
This testimony would bring serious ‘doubts to bear on 
Altman's legal expertise. 

Following a subpoena threat, Pierce flics home to 
Wilmington this week with costs to be incurred equally by 
the union and Wilmington taxpayers. Though a subpoena 
can't compel Pierce to appear, as he resides in Florida, the 
former Wilmington school chief has agreed to be 
questioned at a meeting of school department and union 
officials where a settlement will be sought. 

Hanging in the balance are jobs which would be 
sacrificed to rehire teachers fighting for their RIF policy 
rights. "Nobody likes to say I told you so," said School 
Committeeman Phil Fenton, Sr. "But if members had just 
listened to the competent advice of Superintendent Fay we 
wouldn't be in this mess." 

Eventually siding with Fenton and the superintendent 
were board members DeMarco and Peterson. 

This controversy climaxed recently as details of the 
layoff procedures became public. Two cases that appear 
to be glaring in their injustices may be the union's best 
defense and a public relations problem for the school 
system. Fred Crispo, a near fixture at the middle schools 
with 19 years under his belt, was laid off as budget cuts 
targeted his shop program. But at the same time educator 
Mike Nee, who had taught shop for 18 year, was retained 
because he had transferred to a new post supervising 
in-school suspensions. 

The most compelling evidence supporting the teachers 
union cause is the case of Gerry Connolly. Connolly 
became a number in the unemployment statistics under the 
Alan Altman theory that RIF policy does not ultimately 
respect seniority. It was decided that Connolly's eight 
years as a teacher for the gifted and talented would not be 
considered because that post did not have: specific 
classification in the teachers’ contract. Instead, Connolly's 
tenure would stand alone on his 15 years as a middle 
school teacher, insufficient to avoid layoff, 

Both Crispo and Connolly haye a lot riding on Pierce's 
arrival in Wilmington this week. They are two of 
thousands state-wide who for years have provided the 
public with more than a weeks worth of work for a weeks 
pay, only to be-rewarded with pink slips courtesy of the 

*failed political Miracle and economy. Just as they hold 
their breaths for a scttlement between school officials and 
their union hierarchy, other professionals who benefited 
from the demise of seniority know that they could soon 
substitute for their colleagues at the Lowell unemployment 
office, 

Most would agree that neither those laid off or spared 
"deserved" to be struck by the fiscal ax. Budget cuts 
usually stink because it all comes down to people, our 
friends and relatives, who are seriously hurt in the 
process. But what stinks more is when the process is made 
far more painful than it really has to be. The evidence 
grows daily that the school committce erred when it 
ignored the minority membership and Superintendent Fay, 
opting instead for the advice of a town counsel whose 
proficiency in public school law is proving to be far from 
infallible. 

Everything points to the festering problem of a block 
of votes on the school committee which will go the polar 
Opposite way of their superintendent, who is more 
competent than that clique is willing, politically or 
personally, to give him credit for. While this attitude 
problem persists, the system, both professionals and 
students, continue to suffer.

Does he plan 
to commute?

The Information Age makes the 
Earth seem much smaller, as Larry 
Nickerson of Wilmington learned 
recently, 

Nickerson is the owner of Blue 
Temp Heating & Cooling, a small 
firm handling boiler installation 
and air conditioning. He receives 
inquiries from hopeful job-seekers 
all the time. But last weck, he got a 
real whopper. 

In the mail last week came a letter 
and resumé from a pipe-fitter who 
is looking for work. The man is 34 
years old, married, with children 
ages 4 and 9, and he would like to 
put his knowledge and experience 
to work for Larry. 

Commuting to the job, however, 
might be impossible for Sergei I. 
Drozdov. 

He lives in the U.S.S.R., in the 
Crimean town of Yevpatoria. That 
is a long way from Wilmington. 

The letter and resumé arrived in a 
blue and red “air mail" envelope, 
but the four-engine jetliner on the 
envelope bears the lettering of an 
Aeroflot jet, the Soviet national air- 
line. The stamp and printing on the 
envelope are also in Cyrillic, the 
Russian alphabet. 

Drozdov's simple resumé lists his 
education as a graduate of secon- 
dary school, and gives his working 
experience as a fitter of heat supply 
systems, a first-class driver, and as 
an operator of boring-and-milling 
machines and boilers, 


He also lists hunting and fishing as 
his interests, and notes that he can 
read and translate English, with use 
of a dictionary. 

Nickerson, who works alone, said 
he occasionally gets a telephone call 
from a job-hunter, usually someone 
in town who needs work, A letter 
from the Soviet Union, however, is 
something else entirely. 

"I've never gotten anything like 
this in my life,” Nickerson said, 
“this is amazing." 

Nickerson said the current state 
of the local economy is so bad that 
he barely has enough work to keep 
himself busy, but wishes Drozdov 
the best of luck. 

"I thought it was a pretty good 
idea when I saw it," he said, noting 
that the overseas mailing must have 
cost the Crimean citizen quite abit 
of money. He speculated that a list 
of American companies was given 
to Drozdov, who probably sent out 
dozens, or hundreds, of resumés to 
U.S. firms, hoping one will answer. 

Nickerson stays well-informed as 
to events in the Soviet Union, and 
he sympathizes with Drozdov, who 
is living in a confused country in 
confusing times. 

"I'd rather have them as friends 
than fight them," Nickerson said of 
America's long-time opponent.

Never missed a town meeting in 60 years

Herbert C, Barrows was a slight, 
wiry man, about five feet eight or 
nine inches in height. He grew up 
on a farm in Reading, a farm off 
Lowell Street and next to the 
Wilmington line. As a young man 
he delivered milk from his 
father’s farm, a practice he kept 
up, delivering from his own farm, 
after he had moved to Wilmington 
in 1897 or thereabouts. 

Herb became a high school 
teacher in Reading 100 years ago, 
in 1891. He taught in a building 
which till exists north of Reading 
Square, between the Mcthodist 
Church and Lowell Street. His 
classes were held upstairs. 

It seems there was a practice 
among some of the young men 
that every new teacher in that 
school had to be “tried out." Herb 
told the writer that many of the 
teachers resigned rather than put 
up with the harassment. 


On the second day that Herb was* 


teaching one of those pupils 
charged up the stairs, against 
Herb. At the proper moment Herb 
hauled back with his foot and let 
the would be tackler have it, 
where it would do the most good. 
The adversarially minded pupil 
fell down the stairs as a result. 

Next day a visitor from the 
school board was at the school, 
and went upstairs to see Herb. The 
boys were seated in their chairs 
quiet as mice.

got the point and left without 
saying a word. 

On more than one occasion Herb 
Barrows went to the "Fair 
Grounds" near Lake Quanipowitt, 
to race in sulkies, two wheeled 
racing carts, He was an expert 
horseman, and always had the 
finest horses. 

The races were for real, with 
cash prizes. Drivers, often, would 
try to knock other drivers out of 
the race track. 

Herb, in those-days was a man 
who chewed tobacco. There came 
a day when an opposing racer 
tried to push Herb's horse and 
sulkie out of the race track. 

Herb just parted his lips a bit, 


and a stream of tobacco juice went 
into his opponent's eyes. Herb 
won the race. 

In 1897 or thereabouts he 
bought the old Perry farm in 
Wilmington, The first Perry had 
moved his blacksmith's shop to 
Wilmington about 1840 after Asa 
Sheldon had finished his contract 
of cutting down hills and filling 
part of Back Bay in Boston. The 
blacksmith shop was set up at the 
corner of Lowell Street and 
Woburn Street and was still in 
existence in the 1930s, The 
corner, of course, was known as 
Perry's Corner, where Lowell and 
Woburn streets cross. 

Herb bought the old farmhouse, 
dating back to about 1697, and the 
barn, for $600. He bought 
something over 70 acres of land 
for $700. There was no heat 
except for a kitchen stove and the 
old fireplaces. He lived in that 
farmhouse for about 60 years, and 
firewood was the material that 
was used to heat the home, No 
steam heat. 

His first wife was Flora Symes, a 
New Hampshire girl. She became 
the mother of two children, a girl 
who died, and Robert - "Bobby." 

Bobby was a character. He drove 
an old Reo Speed Wagon, 

Herb also had a 1923 Inter- 
national Harvester truck. He 
acquired the truck when he was 
an agent for that firm, Along with 
the truck, he bought several sets 
of spare. parts. One interesting 
modification to the truck was a 
hydraulic starter. The operator 
would pull a chain, releasing the 
air pressure which would turn the 
engine over, The truck is now on 
display at the Edaville Railroad in 
Carver. 

Flora passed away, and about 
1912 Herb’began to court a young 
lady named Nina Kincaid. Her 
father was a retired jeweler, who 
owned a home at the end of Mill 
Road, near Burlington. It was 
Kincaid who had given the name 
of "Garden of Eden" to the area. 

Herb had a fine carriage, and a 
smart driving horse. He was a 
picture, according to some of the 
ladies who were young girls at 
that time, driving that carriage, 
his best suit, horsewhip in his 


hand, to Nina's home. 

Nina became Mrs. Barrows. She 
was a teacher in the Methodist 
Church Sunday School, and even- 
tually the superintendent, Her 
assistants were Alice Roberts, wife 
of the man who made Apollo 
chocolates, and Mrs. Arthur Ha- 
milton, with Mrs. Hamilton being 
the person who collected and 
counted the penny contributions. 

Those three ladies ran that 
Sunday School for many years. 

Nina also became the Wilming- 
ton representative of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, a position she held, 
‘one could say, for about 25 years. 

For the first few years dfter he 
had moved to Wilmington Herb 
was a lumber man. He would buy 
tracts of wood — not the land — 
cut it down and have it sawed into 
boards. 

He cleared a large tract in 
Burlington “uphill" from the 
home where Nina lived. Up there 
he constructed dams, so he could 
float the logs to the Maple 
Meadow Brook, and then floated 
them down that brook to Chestnut 
Street. Somewhere on Chestnut 
Street near the brook, at that time 
was a lumber mill, 

Herb cleared off other tracts, 
one of them being between Salem 
Suet and the North Reading line. 
He was making money. 

Jacob "Jake" Manning, in 
Reading, was a member of that 
well known family. He had a 
nursery, for trees, northerly of 
the Reading railroad station, and 
sometime at the beginning of the

World War, 1915 or so Jake ran 
into financial difficulty. 

Jake had another nursery in 
North Wilmington, acres of young 
trees. The second part of what is 
known as Hathaway Acres was his 
nursery, on land that had been the 
farm of Capt. John Harnden, 
Revolutionary War soldier. 

Herb bought that land from Jake, 
and he was in the nursery 
business. There is a Christmas 
tree, at the head of Wilmington 
Common. Herb gave it to the town 
about 40 years ago. 

But any other tree from his 
nursery he sold, 

A person with the abilitics of 
Herb Barrows could not live long 
in any town without 
proposed for town office. 

It was about 1912 that he became 
a selectman. He was elected to a

second term, but he didn't like it. 

In 1906 he had been appointed to 
a commitice which constructed the 
Whitefield School, and about 1913 
or 14 to a high school building 
committee. If memory is correct 
$30,000 was appropriated for the 
Construction of that school, now 
the Swain School. 

Herb graded and seeded the 
lawns, for no pay. In later years if 
a member of such a committee 
were to do such a thing today it 
would be considered a conflict of 
interest. 

If memory serves correctly part 
of that $30,000 was turned-back to 
the town. 

About 1925, at the urging of 
Herb Bartows the town decided to 
have a Finance Committee. He was 
thé person who obviously should 
be the chairman and he remained 
chairman for many years, 

Herb would sit in the front row, 
on the left side, at the annual town 
meeting. Every article to be 
considered which proposed to 
spend money he had researched. 

"Mr. Moderator!" he would say, 
and if there was a place in which 
moncy might be wasted he told the 
town meeting about it. 

You could count on Herb to see 
that the town did not waste 
money. 

To tell some other stories: 

Sometime about 1912 a Burling- 
ton man who lived near Forest 
Street, Wilmington sct fire to his 
barn. The fire was only a few 
hundred feet from Burlington 
Avenue. 

The.fire wagons arrived on the 
scene. The man who owned the 
barn was standing there, a.rifle in 
his hand, 

He warned them: "The first man 
who sets foot on this property is 
going to be shot." 

So the men of the two fire 
departments stood there and 
watched the barn burn down. 

The two police chiefs, each in 
his own turn, went to see the man, 
In both cases the Burlington man 
had his rifle, and, the story goes, 
in both cases the chicf went home 
empty handed, 

Herb was a Wilmington select- 
man, he drove over to see the 
man. Herb needed a man to shoot 
woodchucks, on the Barrows 


Tne Burlington man volun- 
teered, and started for his gun. 

"Just a minute!" said Herb. He 
had had no breakfast. He proposed 
they go to Arthur Hamilton's 
lunch cart in Wilmington Square 
and eat. Then they could return 
for the gun. 

But Herb did not stop at 
Hamilton's. He did not stop until 
he had the Burlington man in the 
Danvers State Hospital. 

There were several incidents 
near Silver Lake dating back to 
World War I days, The area was a 
place with many summer camps. 
There was a Silver Lake Railroad 
Station, at the end of Wild 
Avenue, from which the residents 
derived very good railroad 
service, 

The Jackson Club was a building 
at the corner of Grove Avenue 
and Wild Avenue. The members 
were reputed to have come from 
Charlestown. At that time there 
were boisterous days in that 
clubhouse. 

One story the writer has heard 
from his‘mother, She was walking 
to the railroad station on one 
occasion when an upstairs window 
of the Jackson Club opened, and a 
young woman, without a stitch of 
clothing, was pushed out onto the 
porch roof. From that day on 
Mrs. Neilson always walked on 
the far side of the street, when she 
passed the Jackson Club. 

One day there was an almost 
customary riot, and the Chief of 
Police was called. Walter Hill was 
the police department, as well as 
being the Chicf. One other cop 
was generally to be seen in 
Wilmington Square, 

Walter was unable to 
anything. Someone called Herb. 

Herb went roaring in, and 
grabbed the first man he saw -by 
his shirt collar, That man was 
dragged down Grove Avenue to 
Silver Lake, and there he was 
thrown into the water. 

"But he'll drown!" 
Chief, 

"Let the bastard drown" roared 
Herb, and went back for another 
customer. But there were no 
more.

Club had escaped out the back 
door, and into the woods near the 
railroad station. 

Another similar incident was the 
time that Herb dragged-a crazed 
(alcoholic, probably) gunman out 
of a camp on Jones Avenue. Herb 
went upstairs and collered the 
man, even though he was known 
to have a gun. 

A town meeting was held on 
March 13, 1954, in the J.W. 
Greer building on Main Street, 

now the Koch Building. 

It was at that meeting that the 
Governor of Massachusetts, the 
Honorable Christian A, Herter, 
sent a message congratulating 
Herbert C. Barrows for having 
completed 60 years of town 
government in Wilmington 
without ever having missed a town 
meeting. 

The first town meeting that he 
ever missed was on June 1, 1956. 
It was deliberate, 

The farm he had owned for so 
many ycars was to be rezoned, A 
new company, Avco (now Tex- 
tron) was coming to town, He 
would not allow himself to be 
accused of conflict of interest. 

Aveo, shortly afterward bought 


70 acres of the old Perry Farm. It’ 
paid $1,000 an acre. 

Herb resumed attendance at 
Town Meeting and in one 1956 
town meeting he was prepared to * 
talk on the money that had been \ 

"wasted" in the construction of the * 
then new high school. 

He never had a chance. Finance j 
committeemen, and selectmen had 
a motion ready and when Herb * 4 
stood up they got that motion read 
first. 

The auditorium of the new high“ 
school was named the "Herbert C,

Herb was flustered, in a town 
mecting. he sat down, reaching 
for his handkerchief.

The light frost we experienced on 
Sunday morning was right on 
schedule, It seemed early this year, 
because for the Jast three years our 
first fall frost has occurred 
between September 28 and October 
5S. A 30 year average in 
Wilmington and Tewksbury for 
first frost, according to my 
informal records, is September 22. 

This was a rather curious frost, in 
that it did little actual damage in the 
garden and yet there was no 
mistaking the thin sheet of ice we 
had to scrape off the car's 
windshield. Don't rush to harvest 
the root corps and the cabbage 
family. They are hardy and can 
linger in their garden beds for 
several weeks yet, to be harvested 
as needed. 

Going back at half step; last week 
we discussed horse radish, The 
gardener who asked the original 
question on how to harvest and 
prepare this plant called this week 
to ask one additional question. How 
much of the root clump should be 
dug up in the fall, all or part? Good 
question - sorry I overlooked this 
point. Horse radish spreads like 
crazy below ground so chances are 
your established bed covers a 
goodly area, Using a sturdy long 
handled spade shovel, you can 
remove as much of your roots as 
you are prepared to process, but 
not all of them. In your case, you 
probably won't want or need to dig 
up more than a quarter of your 
bed, at most. 

A North Tewksbury gardencr, 
G.R. writes as follows: "We're 
novice gardencrs, and tried 
potatoes just for the fun of it this 
summer. Problem is, we don't have 
a clue as to when to harvest our 
small crop. What do you suggest? 
One other question - we noticed

some yellowing of the leaves about 
midsummer, along with a general 
decline of the top growth. What 
would you say may have caused 
this? We watered just once a week, 
SO we're pretty sure it was not 
overwatering.” 

Last question first: Sounds like 
you saw some fusarium wilt on 
your top growth, a not uncommon 
problem with potatoes. If this was 
in fact, the problem, you will 
probably see some internal 
browning of the tubers when you 
harvest them. Fusarium wilt is 
usually introduced by cucumber 
beetles late in the spring, about 
early June. If you plant potatoes 
next year, inspect the flowers and 
leaves daily starting late in May for 
these small black and yellow 
beetles. Keeping the plants lightly 
dusted with either rotenone or 
Sevin dust will control this insect 
nicely. I am assuming that your soil 
has good drainage, an important 
consideration with this vegetable. 

As to harvesting and storage; wait 
until the tops have completely died 
down. This is usually about early 
October here in eastern Mass. 
Don't delay digging the potatoes 
longer than mid October, because 
once potatoes freeze they become 
watery and unusable. Your 
potatoes should be firm with no 
green discoloration. Air dry the 
potatoes, for several days in a well 
ventilated room, then store in a 
dark, dry location affording 
approximately 50 to 55 degrees, if 
possible. If you do not have good 
storage facilities you should use the 
spuds up (or share them with 
neighbors) within three or four 
weeks, 

Next week we will wind up the 
1991 gardening season with some 
notes and suggestions about a 
backyard compost pile.

Welcome to Campfire 1014 


by Bill Conlon 

Fire is an amazing thing. Just one 
careless act with a cigarette and the 
resulting accidental fire can destroy 
your life and your world in a flash. 
The same effect can quickly turn a 
forest into a graveyard, 

On the other hand, try starting a 
campfire when you really need one, 
and see what luck you have. Simply 
getting the match lit can'seem like a 
major accomplishment, 

So, welcome to Campfire 101. 

The final exam comes when your 
car slides off an ice-slick dirt road 
50 miles outside of East Overshoe 
Township, Maine, on a dark and 
frigid night You'll either start your 
life-saving campfire, or else your 
neighborhood mortician will have 
to thaw you out, if you're found. 

The most important ingredient to 
a successful campfire is a match. If 
you don't smoke, you probably do 
Not have a match or a lighter in the 
car or on your person, Check now. 

Forget the old legend of rubbing 
two sticks together.. Theoretically 
it works; in practice it doesn't. 

As "field expedients" to make that 
all-important first spark you might 
try an electric current through a bit 
of steel wool, or else use powder 
and primer (bullet removed!) from 
around of ammunition. 

Make life easy on yourself now 
by tossing a book of matches in the 
glovebox, another into Your jacket 
pocket, another in your wallet, and 
stuff a few wooden stick matches 
into assorted places. Do it today. 

Like the old deer hunter who uses 
only one round of ammunition, I'm 
proud of a one-match fire. A full 
book of matches is wiser, though, 


just as the old timer secretly carries 


a few rounds in his shirt pocket. 

But all the matches in the world 
will not start a campfire. A match is 
just the start, and you won't start a 
blaze with matches alone unless you 
douse the wood with kerosene. 

A fire must be built up, step by 
step, from a humble beginning. 

Follow this simply formula, level 
by level, to get a working fire: 

—Paper 

Pine Cones 

Pencils 

Fingers 

Broomsticks 

Logs 

Something to keep in mind also is 
the "triangle" theory of fire -- Fuel,

Oxygen, and a Spark. If any part of 
the triangle is missing, the fire will 
die. Ask any firefighter, 

First and foremost, clear away all 
brush, leaves, pine needles and any 
other bumnable material for a least a 
six-foot circle around the fire site. 
Scrape down to bare dirt if you can. 
It's downright unhealthy to have a 
campfire spreading around, and 
igniting a forest fire may cause jail 
time plus death and destruction, so 
be careful. Dig a pit for the fire, 
and keep the dirt ready. A bucket 
of water nearby helps, too. 

Back to the materials checklist. 

Each item on the list burns just a 
little longer than the item before it, 
and that is the key to a good fire. 
Paper burns for a few seconds, but 
that’s long enough to ignite a pine 
cone. A pencil will burn for two or 
three minutes, which is just enough 
to start a finger-thick piece of dry 
maple, and so on. Have plenty of 
all sizes ready before you begin. 

Put a handful of paper in the pit, 
and put a few pine cones on it. Lay 
your "pencils" over the pine cones, 
but be sure to allow for the flow of 
air -- remember the triangle. 

Now light the paper, in a couple 
of places. 

Paper and pine cones are tinder -- 
they burn quickly, "Pencils" and 

"fingers" are kindling -- a longer 
burn but not a campfire. 

The paper starts the pine cones, 
which will burn a few seconds. The 


pine cones ignite your pencils, and 


next you can carefully lay finger- 
thick pieces across the tiny flame, 
being carcful not to smother your 
newborn blaze, Overfeeding is the 
prime cause of unsuccesSful fires. 

Broomsticks and then logs are the 
real "meat" for the fire, but they'll 
take longer to get started, hence the 
tinder and kindling. Adding more 
kindling to get a log started is not 
cheating, but having to add tinder 
means you messed up somewhere. 

Again, start small and build up to 
a full flame, Small, thin items burn 
quickly, and that’s what you use to 
get thicker pieces going, but you've 
got to increase the size by degrees. 
Holding a match to a log will only 
waste matches, without starting the 
log. 

When you've reached the point 
where you can add logs without the 
risk of smothering the flame, it's 
time to break out the hotdogs.

A wise camper, who plans to cook 
over the campfire, carefully picks 
the right kinds of wood. Pine flares 
up fast and dies down fast, but oak 
leaves a good bed of coals after it 
burns off -- perfect for the skillet. 
Cook over a pine fire, then over an 
oak fire, to see importance of the 
tight wood. Oak is the best. 

Dousing the fire is just as import- 
ant as Starting it. Quit feeding the 
flame (to remove the fucl) and let it 
burn itself down to coals, then pour 
water on the coals (to kill the spark) 
and heap dirt on the fire (to remove 
the air). That covers all three sides 
of the triangle. 

Always, always, always exercise 
care and caution with fire, In just a 
heartbeat your "little campfire" can 
turn into a forest fire, killing and 
destroying everything. Forest fires 
can spread faster than you Can run, 
so don't expect to simply walk away 
from a mistake. The best course is 
to avoid making mistakes, 

Little tips for easier firestarting: 
Waxed paper is great, even better 
than pine cones. A candle will do 
the trick as well. Be aware of the 
wind, and use it. Trying to start a 
fire in the rain is Campfire 201, but 
not today. 

And always check legalities first.

Warbird Airshow attracts 
many-historic airplanes 


By DOUGLAS WOOD-BOYLE 


eople looking into the north- 

ern skies today through 
Saturday may think that we are 
being invaded by a country not 
interested in the air superiority of 
the United States, 

However, a closer look will 
show that all but a few of the 
planes flying overhead are actual- 
ly versions of former fighting air- 
craft that have helped to defend 
this country since the end of 
World War I. 

That closer look will be pro- 
vided to any that attend the Sixth 
Annual New England Escadrille 
Warbird Airshow, Saturday and 
Sunday, at Manchester, New 
Hampshire Airport. 

Escadrille President Peter 
Zawistowski of North Reading 
calls the show “the big one for the 
end of the season.” 

As many as 75 aircraft display- 
ers have been invited to attend the 
show and it is expected that no 
fewer than 50 to 60 will arrive on 
time, plus several modern military 
planes provided by the govern- 
ment. 

According to Zawistowski, the 
weather and the age of the aircraft 
are the only factors that would 
keep the planes away. 

He explains that many of the 
planes-that will be performing 
have been on a circuit that starts 
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in Florida in the Spring. 

“After this the planes will go 
back to Florida for storage and 
restoration,” Zawistowski said. 

He noted that many stars/of the 
air shows are scheduled including: 

-The propeller driven F6F 
“Hellcat”, described as the United 
States’ Navy’s most famous fight- 
er plane, during World War II; 
and, 

-The F9F which appeared dur- 
ing the Korean War and is the first 


Navy jet to be involved in a jet-to-, 


jet dogfight which resulted in a 
Russian made MiG-15 being shot 
down. 


Other planes scheduled to be 
on hand are the United States’ 
Army Air Forces: P-47 
“Thunderbolt” a pursuit fighter 
that could dive from 30,000 feet 
and attain speeds of 500 miles- 
per-hour; P-51 Mustang (cight 
have been invited and it is hoped 
that this will ensure that at least 
two arrive); and, the B-17 and B- 
24 bombers, 

The United States Air Force T- 
33 which flew in Korea and its 
Russian made counterpart, the 
MiG-17 restorations are also 
scheduled for inspection. 

The Escadrille will be showing 
their club owned C-47 during the 
show. 

Also on hand will be club 
member and World War Two 
Flying Ace Fred Christensian of 
Westboro. 

According to Zawistowski, 
Christensian holds the record. for 
the most kills during World War II 
with 22 1/2 enemy planes shot 


down (the 1/2 represents a shared 
shooting down of an enemy craft). 

“Our goal is to get people to 
appreciate vintage aircraft and 
their history,” Zawistowski said. 

The show will be open 
Saturday from 9 a.m. to about 1 
pem--for viewing of all the aircraft 
and guided tours of the larger 
craft. 

Zawistowski said that the fly- 
ing demonstrations will start at 1 
p.m. 

Although the show is geared 
towards vintage aircraft, 
Zawistowski said that the Air 
Force will be sending some of the 
modem fighting craft for viewing 
and flight demonstrations. 

These will include the A-10 
Warthog which successfully sup- 
ported the allied ground troops 
during Operation Desert Storm. 

Also flying demonstrations 
will be the Navy's F-15, These 
planes will put on a show as they 
land on Saturday and take off 
again on Sunday. 

The F6F Hellcat will be flying 
the farthcst.to reach the show. The 
plane is owncd by the Kalamazoo, 
Michigan Air Museum. 


The oldest plane at the show 
will be a PT-23 (primary trainer) 
from Westfield. 

Zawistowski noted that about 
60 volunteers have worked to put

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Dr. Leavitt is awarded board certification 


The American Board ‘of 
Podiatric Surgery recently accord- 
ed board certification in foot 
surgery to Dr. Kenneth M. 
Leavitt, a local foot surgeon, after 
he completed years of surgical 
experience and passed a rigid 
qualifying examination. “Approx- 
imately 30% of the podiatric pro- 
fession nationally is certified 
through the American Board of 
Podiatric Surgery. The privilege 
of being board-certified is the cul- 
mination of an eight-year goal. It 
is the ultimate recognition for a 
foot surgeon," Leavitt said. 

Three years of Leavitt's experi- 
ence with a new type of Titanium 
toe joint replacement were recent- 
ly reported by the internationally 
recognized Journal of Foot 
Surgery (Volume 30, Number 3, 
1991), published by the American 
College of Foot Surgeons. This 
work is the culmination of a three 
year study and is the first study of 
its kind mentioned in the litera- 
ture, Leavitt said. 

The implant was designed to 
treat painful arthritic, great toe 
joints. It also has promise in use 
in other joints as well. The small 
prosthetic device, which looks 
like a golf tee, is not unlike those 
used for major joint implants in 
the knee and hip, Leavitt 
explained. 

The device replaces a portion 


of a painful, degenerative, joint 
when on-surgical treatments have 
failed to provide tolerable relief. 
Leavitt said, "The implant has 
special promise for use in younger 
patients, since it should last for 
the lifetime of the patient." 

Leavitt stated that the article 
represents a three year follow-up 
study of his experience with the 
use of this new type of implant, 
which was introduced a little 
more than four years ago. The use 
of implants in the feet is a rela- 
tively recent science that dates 
back to the early '70's. Foot 
implants, like knee, hip, finger 
and hand implants, can be com- 
posed of many different materials 
including metals, plastics and 
Teflon. The implant which Dr. 
Leavitt used in the study was 
composed of a mixture of differ- 
ent elements including steel. 

The implant is not useful in 
every case of painful big toe joint, 
according to Leavitt; but is valu- 
able in some cases of advanced 
arthritis where surgery would be 
the only option for alleviation of 
pain, 

Three of Leavitt's co-authors in 
the article are former students of 
his during their graduate and post 
graduate training, including Dr. 
Barbara Wood, now a staff podia- 
trist at New England Memorial 
Hospital,in Stoncham. They con-

fury came to a head in 1925 when 
the theory was put on trial in the 
famous John T. Scopes case.

tions are being done at the airport.

"Barton Fink" 
"The Fisher King" 


"Barton Fink" Starring John 
Turturro, John Goodman, Judy 
Davis, Michael Lerner, Directed 
by Joel Coen. Produced by Ethan 
Coen. Written by Joel and Ethan 
Coen. Rated R. 

After sitting through the lengthy 
tale of Barton Fink, writer and self- 
styled man of the people, one 
comes to the conclusion that film- 
making was never meant to be an 
existential experience, 

There is no denying the absolute 
genius in certain scenes of the film, 
which won this year’s Palme d'Or at 
the Cannes Film Festival. But 
"Barton Fink" is a flawed master- 
piece, suffering from the heavy- 
handed direction of Joel Coen, who 
insists this film is art, whether the 
audience agrees or not. 

Sound a little arrogant? Well, so 
is "Barton Fink." Or, rather so, is 
Coen, who directed this film as if 
viewers were incapable of under- 
standing style, substance or sym- 
bolism without being led along at 
an excruciatingly slow pace. Even 
brilliance can become annoying if 
you are force-fed large, lingering 
doses of it. 

John Turturro plays Barton, a 
successful New York writer who 
travels West as a studio contract 
writer in 1941, Barton sees himself 
as a representative of the downtrod- 
den masses. He believes he can 
install some reality into the flicks, 
thinks he can survive in Hollywood 
without selling his soul, But when 
he's assigned a wrestling picture by 
a blustery studio chief (Michael 
Lerner) he realizes he can't work 
away from the gritty reality of New 
York, What Barton doesn't under- 
stand is that he never really knew

that reality. He never was apart of it 
and he never listened to the people 
who were, 


Barton's neighbor in his decrepit 
hotel is John Goodman, a blowzy, 
good-natured insurance salesman 
who is exactly the kind of person 
Barton thinks he is writing for, and 
about. Goodman is the catalyst for 
the film's meager plot and he turns 
in his best performance to date. 
Goodman's workday schlub may 
appear to be a jolly, ‘friendly man 
on the surface, but he can barely 
conceal the evil churning within his 
id. 

The setting in this film is as 
much a part of the story as the char- 
acters. Barton's West Coast domi- 
cile is a creaky, smothering mau- 
soleum of a hotel that is literally 
falling down under the heavy, 
smothering, corrupt atmosphere of 
Los Angeles. There is no sunlight 
in Barton's life, no air. He is lonely 
and despairing. His claustrophobic 
surroundings only enhance his 
entrapment in a system he thinks he 
can rise above. Unfortunately, 
Coen's camera crawls through this 
hotel at such a slow rate you may 
want to scream under the duress of 
all this meaningful atmosphere. 

Thankfully the acting, and the 
basic storyline, are fabulous. 
Turturro, with his slouchy haircut 
and chintzy suit, successfully cap- 
tures the sincerity and despair of 
his serious-minded, rather pathetic 
writer. Cerner brings both humor 
and a needed burst of energy to his 
abrasive, moody studio mogul. 
Judy Davis is weirdly attractive as 
the secretary/conspirator to a

"The Fisher King” Starring 
Robin Williams, Jeff Bridges, 
Mercedes Ruehl, Amanda 
Plummer.

Terry Gilliam has finally 
brought a movie to the screen that 
captures his amazing artistry, yct 
remains accessible without falling 
into a formulaic, mainstream mold. 
"The Fisher King”*is a masterful 
blend of the brutal realities of the 
20th century with the romantic ide- 
als of medieval literature. Watching 
this film is like striking a mother- 
lode of fantasy, drama, comedy and 
even music. It is a romance in the 
truest sense of the world. 

Robin Williams plays a home- 
less, half-mad professor who teach- 
es compassion to disc hockey Jeff 
Bridges. Williams believes he is 
Parry, a knight with a mission. It is 
up to him to find the Holy Grail 
and right what is wrong in the 
world. Bridges is the black knight 
who has fallen from grace and must 
redeem himself. Interwoven in this 
fable is a touching look at home- 
lessness, a tender romance between 
Parry and a gawky librarian 
(Amanda Plummer) and the discor 
dant relationship between Bridges 


and a plucky video store owner 
(Mercedes Ruehl), 

Everything about this film is 
refreshingly creative, from the act- 
ing, to the script, to-director Terry 
Gilliam's gorgeous visuals. He even 
manages to make the Big Apple 
look quite medieval. But it is the 
richly developed characters who 
are the heart of this film, 


Bridges’ disc jockey can't deny 
the human being under a self-indul- 
gent, self-absorbed shell he has 
built, while Parry can't let himself 
move past the tragedy that took 
away his mind. Both Ruehl and 
Plummer bring amazing depth to 
women who could have been writ- 
ten off as weak supporting players. 
Ruchl brassy dame is actually sen- 
sitive and loving, while Plummer's 
lonely heart secretary is stronger, 
and more interesting, than she 
would allow. 

Of course, the point behind this 
fable is the same as the actual fable 
of the Fisher King: The compas- 
sion and kindness within ourselves 
is all we need to change the world, 
or at least our corner of the world. 
We've heard that moral before, but 
the joy is in the telling. And 
Gilliam's camera brings with it a lot 
of joy.

Winchester offers weight program 


Fact: Ninety percent o1 dieters 
who lose 25 Ibs. or more in a 
weight loss regimen regain all the 
weight within two years. Fact: 
Dieters who lose weight rapidly 


are three times more likely tor 


regain it than those who take 
pounds off more slowly. Fact: The 
dict industry is a $33 billion a 
year moneymaker. 

These statistics, from recent 
articles reveal the dicter's dilem- 
ma. How can a person take off 10, 
20 or even 50 pounds, and keep it 
off? If commercial diet programs 
don't work in the long run (and 
cost too much in the short run), 
what's a person to do? 

Dr. Judith Goldberg, a 
Winchester psychologist who 
offers classes called the Anti-Dict 
Weight Loss Program, suggests an 
answer: "You need to change the 
way you think about food to get 
off the yo-yo diet merry-go-round. 
But dict programs, where you're 
either ‘dicting’ or ‘cheating,’ 
unknowingly perpetuate sclf- 
defeating thinking." 

Dr. Goldberg points out that 
many overeatcrs use food as a 
reward, a crutch, a source of con- 
solation or a spare time activity 
when bored. Naturally thin peo- 
ple, on the other hand, eat to satis- 
fy their hunger. They don't "dict" 
and they don't "cheat." 

“People who overeat tend to be 
people who deprive themselves in 
many areas of their lives. Food 
becomes a reward, a relief," Dr, 
Goldberg said. "Going on a dict 
adds food deprivation ,to all the 
other burdens. People like this 
often do well while they are on 
the diet, but when they go off it 
they end up making up for the 
deprivation andy regaining the 
weight." 

Dr. Goldberg continues, "The 
Anti-Diet Weight Loss Program 
works on the opposite principle 
from diets. We make sure there is 
no food deprivation first, and then 
we do a variety of activities 
through which students learn to 
recognize when they are genuine-
